The cause of this devastation was the) 


clogged condition of the sewers, resulting 
from the failure of the city authorities to 
properly clean them, 

The dirt of months, since the use of public 
money for public improvements stopped and 
all the money was diverted to the payment 
of salaries to city employes, has been al- 
lowed to accumulate in the sewers. 

When the heavy downpour of Monday 
morning, .68 of an inch in 55 minutes—a big 
rainfall for a whole day—came, the water 
could not run off through the sewers. 

They filled up and overflowed, and then 
wherever there was a low place in less than 
half an hour water filled cellars, crept even 
into first floors in many localities, flooded 
churches, damaged street railway property 
and other business property, impeded travel 
and deluged the streets with a coating of 
mud, for the removal of which there are 
no funds.

Sewer Commissioner Herman told 
Post-Dispatch Monday that the floods were 
due entirely to the failure of the city to 
clean the sewer inlets.

At the latter corner the 
water rose until {ft stood 12 jnches deep in- 
side St. Leo’s Church. Outside the water 
was from 12 to 24 inches deep. 

At Channing avenue and Laclede there 
was a lake, and at Lindell and Vandeventer 
there was another. 

- Near North Market street and Spring ave- 
nue the cellars were filled with water and 
cost a great deal of damage. 

At Jefferson avenue and University street 
there was a lake, through which it was im- 
possible to run street cars. 

General Manager Baumhoff of the transit 
company reported that the condition of the 
Streets had greatly delayed the cars and 
that the floods had damaged the company’s 
property. 

At the corner of Vandeventer avenue and 
Delmar boulevard the sewers were clogged 
and water coilected six feet deep in the 
street. 

The ground there is lower than that east 
and west and the water ran down from 
Sarah street and from Grand avenue, col- 
decting in a deep lake which covered the 
entire street and sidewalk. 

The floor of the stationery store of R. H. 
Sexton, on the southwest corner, was 
ficoded to a depth of two and a half feet. 
Boys Had to Swim 

Across Street. 

As the water rose higher and higher the 
necessity of relieving the situation in- 
creased. Two young men who live in the 
neighborhood, Gus Hogan and George Fos- 
ter, each about 19 years vld, volunteered to 
swim across the street and lift the covers 
from the sewer manholes, so that the wa- 
ter could flow into the sewers. 

The boys at first thought they could 
wade, but the water was so deep that they 
were compelled to swim. 

They went to each of the four corners 
and removed the covers, then returned to 
the store dripping with muddy water. 

Gradually the water ran into the sewers 
and the pool receded.

HEROIC RESCUE OF A CHILD 


Water and Was Rescued by an 
Invalid Who Jumped 
From a Window. 
Six-year-old Agnes Gloman of 2740 Papin 
street narrowly escaped drowning in the 
flood of water that rushed along the streets 
and sidewalks near the Choteau School 
during the heavy rain at noon, Monday. 

She fell in the water at Josephine and 
La Salle street and that she is still alive 
is due to the heroism of F W. Runde, an 
invalid, who forgot all about his physieal 
defects when he saw her pretty, face sink 
into the muddy stream and, jumping out of 
his front window, piscked the child up and 
carried her to a place of safety. 

The little Gloman girl was on her way 
home for lunch from the Chouteau School, 
Ewing avenue and Hickory street, to her 
home at 2140 Papin street, 

The rain was falling as she left the 
‘school and she hurried that she might 
‘reach the parental abode before it  in- 
creased in severity. As she went north, 
she found difficulty in picking her steps, 
owing to the water that aame rishing in 
regular Galveston fashion over the  side- 
walks. 

In crossing the corner of Josephine and 
La Salle streets, she slipped and fell into 
a pool of water near the edge of thé Side- 
walk. 

More water was washed over her pros- 
form and she found herself unable 
rise.

“Il went down to breakfast Saturday 
morning and ordered some eggs,’ said a 
popular young doctor. ‘‘When they were 
brought to me I found they were fit sub- 
jects for an antiquarian’s collection, I sent 
them back and called for fish. The fish 
Was no better, and I drank a giass of sour 
milk and left the table.’’ 

Other doctors corroborated this statement 
and said the only decent food they had 
had to eat recently was that secured at 
home or away from the hospital. 

Just where the blame lies has not yet 
been decided. The doctors say they will 
attempt to ascertain the name of the per- 
son to whom they can charge this neglect 
of duty, and they will present their case 
~+ sh Nietert, superintendent of the hos- 
pital. . 

The city, it is said, is compelled to pay 
rices for which first-class food should be 
urnished, but the doctors declare that 
something is wrong somewhere. They work 
for a mere pittance, and their board is in- 
cluded as part of th@ir pay.

and he gave the Post-Dispatch his account 
of the trouble. 

“Reilly was in my 
this morning he was drunk and quarrel- 
some,’ said Granneman. ‘‘He was angry 
at Leonard, for some reason, and threat- 
ened him several times. Finally he drew a 
revolver from his hip pocket, but before he 
could use it 1 jumped in front of him and 
grasped his hand. 

“With his free hand he picked up a pop 
bottle and hit Leonard over the head with 
it. Then I hit Reilly with my fist and floored 
hin. I jumped on top of him and took his 
revolver 1 removed the cartridges and 
placed the weapon behind the bar. When 
he got up he continued to swear and threat- 
en Leonard. When he found he was un- 
able to secure his revolver he went across 
the street to his home. 

“In a few minutes he returned with a big 
butcher knife. I saw him coming and with 
the assistance of a colored man, named 
Arion Franklin, I managed to stop him at 
the door. 

“After I had quieted him down again he 
said he would leave the saloon if I returned 
the revolver to him. Thinking that I could

“No sooner than he had it in his hand he 
rushed around to the edge of the bar and, 
going behind the counter, he made 1 lunge 
at Leonard with his knife. Leonard jumped 
back and the point of the knife cut a piece 
out of the counter. Reilly 
ready to make another lunge at Leonard 
when Leonard picked up a revolver which 
was lying on the back bar and fired two 
shots.”’ 

Reilly was removed to the City Hospital 
and Leonard was arrested by Officer Puider 
and taken to the Dayton street station.

He is 29 years of age, single, and lives with 
his mother and brother. :

W. Fordyce and Webster 
Winter, receivers of the Kansas City, Pitts- 
burg and Gulf Railway. 

It is proposed to foreclose the mortgage 
on the Omaha & St. Louis Road and to this 
end suit has been brought in the United 
States District Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Missouri and in the Federal Court of 
the Western Division of the District of 
lowa.

THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION 
FIXES ON NOV. 29. 


MUCH TO BE THANKFUL FOR 


Mr. McKinley Sees Providence’s Hand 
in Harvests, Prosperity, Success 
in War and the China 
Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The state de- 
partment today issued the following: 

By the President of the United States of 

America—A Proclamation: 

It has pleased Almighty God to bring our 
nation in safety and honor through an- 
other year. The works of religion and 
charity have everywhere been manifest. 
Our county through all its extent has been 
blessed with abundant harvests. Labor 
and the great industries of the people have 
prospered beyond all precedent. Our com- 
merce has spread over the world, Our 
power and influence in the cause of free- 
dom and enlightenment have extended over 
distant seas and lands. ‘he lives of our 
official representatives and many of our 
people in China have been marvelously pre- 
served. We have been generally exempt 
from pestilence and other great calamities 
and even the tragic visitation which over- 
whelmed the city of Galveston made evi- 
dent the sentiments of sympathy = and- 
Christian charity by virtue of which we 
are one united people. 

Now, therefore, I, Wtitam McKinley, 
President of the United States, do hereby 
appoint and set apart Thursday, the 29th 
of November next, to be observed by all 
the people of the United States at home 
or abroad, as a day of thanksgiving and 
praise to Him who holds the\nations in 
the hollow of his hand. 

I recommend that they- gather in their 
several places of worship and devoutly 
give Him thanks for the prosperity where- 
with He has endowed us, for seed-time and 
harvest, for the valor, devotion and hu- 
manity of our armies and natvies and for 
all His benefits to us as individuals and as 
a nation, and that they humbly pray for 
the continuance of His divine favor, for 
concord and amity with other nations, and 
for righteousness and peace in all our 
ways. 

In witness whereof I have hereunto set 
my hand and caused the seal of the United 
States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this 29th 
day of Octorber, in the year of our Lord, 
one thousand nine-hundred, and of the in- 
dependence of the United States, the one 
hundred and twenty-fifth, .

GIRLS §=MYSTERIOUS DEATH 


meyer, Found in the Ohio, In- 
dicates Foul Play. 


PITTSBURG, Pa.,: Oct. 29.—Her family 
and the police believe that Miss Kmma 
Seghmeyer was murdered and her body 
thrown into the river. 


The mystery connected with the finding 
ofthe body floating in the Ohio river op- 
posite Glenfield Sunday deepens as investi- 
gation proceeds. 

Miss Seghmeyer, who was 2 years old, 
and of good family, left the home of her 
mother at Glenfield on Oct. 19 to visit an 
aunt at Sewickley. The mother, suppos- 
ing her daughter was with the aunt, sus- 
pected nothing wrong until the body was 
found. She says there was no known cause 
why the daughter should commit suicide. 
She was a faithful member of the church, 
ene to be married, and apparently very 

appy. 

Oul play in the case is indtcated by the 
fact that the body of the young woman 
was found in the water on the opposite 
side of the river from her home, while the 
stage of the water since her disappearance 
was so low that it would be almost impos- 
sible for the current to carry the body 
across the stream. In addition to this the 
face and head of the victim was badly 
battered, so much so that the men who 
took the corpse from the river failed to 
recognize Miss Seghmeyer, though they 
had been acquainted with her for years.

PROF. F. MAX MULLER IS DEAD. 


Eminent Philologist Passed Away at 
the Age of TT. 

LONDON, Oct. 29.—Prof. F. Max Muller, 
the eminent philoligist died Sunday morn- 
ing. 

Emperor William was particwarly proud 
of Prof. Muller as a:German, and during 
his illness frequent messages of inquiry 
came from the Kaiser. 

Prof. Max Muller wns the son of Wilhelm 
Muller, the German poet, and was born at 
Dresden in 1823. 

He went to England tn 1846 to collect ma- 
terlal for an edition of “Rig Veda’’'—the 
sacred hymn of the Brahmins—from manu- 
eoeipts at the East Jndia house and the 
Bodleian library. He was induced to stay 
in England, on the agreement of the East 
India company to publish his work. 

He settled at Oxford. and, after receiving 
many honors from the university and fillirg 
several —_ there, he became corpus pro- 
fessor of comparative philology in 1868 He 
delivered a lecture en “Religions of the 
World” in Westminster Abbey in 1873, this 
being the only address ever delivered by a 
layman within the abbey.

Such action would be in violation of the 
principles of the Monroe doctrine. 

A cable dispatch from Port Au Spain has 
been received, conveying a rumor that the 
Venezuelan government is considering the 


advisability of leasing to Germany a port 
on the Island of Margarita, and it has at- 
tracted much attention. 

Germany is #nxious to acquire sites for 
coaling stations in the Western Hemis- 
phere. It has been frequently reported that 
she was endeavoring to establish a coaling 
station on the Brazilian coast, but no nego- 
tiations have been entered into. 

Naval officers say that Germany could 
have only one object in establishing a naval 
in the Western Hemisphere—to 
soy sey for hostilities against the United 

tates. 

The United States is the only power whose 
competition the Berlin government fears. 
When this government would not permit the 
acquisition of the Danish West Indies by 
any European state reports were circulated 
that Germany was endeavoring to establish 
a coaling station at Santa Catharina, Brazil, 
These reports were not confirmed. 

Mr. Pulido, the Venezuelan charge d’af- 
faires, says that he had heard nothing con- 
firmatory of the report that his government 
is considering the advisability of leasing to 
Germany a port in the Island of Margarita 
for use as a coaling station. 

German claims on Venezuela arise from 
the construction of the Transandean Rail- 
road from Caracas to Valencia. 

Because of these Germany last year had a 
sharp correspondence with Venezuela and 
notice was given that the claims must be 
paid by January 1, 1900. 

Margarita Island would be valuable to 
Germany as a base because of jts strategic 
position in the Carifibbean. It is near the 
mouth of the Orinoco River and could be 
used effectively in operations centering 
about a Nicaraguan or Panama canal. The 
island has several deep harbors that could 
be strongly fortified and easily held.
